"While the Commission has made no 


.definite announcement it is certain 
that some of these o.OOO watt-stations, 
which are making life miserable for 
some of the smaller stations will have 
to cut down. The Commission has 
found that many of a 50.0-watt sta- 
tion is performing a greater public 
service than some of tho 5,000-watt 
ones. 


The Commission today explained 


just what a radio license means. 


In a case recently considered by the 


Fcdearl Radio Commission, a station 
owner took the position that because 
he had purchased broadcasting equip- 
ment from the owner of a previously 
licensed .station, and had moved the 
equipment to another citj, the license 
went with the equipment, and no new 
license was necessary. 


Passing on this 'point. Judge E. O. 


Sykes, of the Federal Radio Commis- 
sion, points out that under the law 
the license merely gives permission 
to some 
person, firm, company, or 


corporation to operate apparatus for 
the transmission of energy or com- 
munications of signals by radio at a 
specific place and in a specified man- 
ner. 


Properly speaking, the transmitting 


apparatus itself is not licensed at all, 
as the license simply gives the holder 
thereof the right to use this apparatus 
under certain fixed conditions.

MORE EQUITABLE TAX 


DISTRIBUTION 


The corporations committee of the sen- 


ate has recommended for passage a bill 
by Senator Titus to restore the income 
tax law of Wisconsin practically as it v/as 
prior to the 1925 session. The bill there- 
fore repeals the Elaine tax law. restores 
the personal property offset and distrib- 
utes income taxes collected. 10 per cent 
to the state, 25 per cent to the county and 


• 65 per cent to the locality. The two prin- 


cipal objections to the revised tax legis- 
lation of two years ago were the abolish- 
ment of the personal property offset and 
the redistribution of income taxes under 
which the state's share was heavily in- 
creased, taking away from 
cities and 


counties tax revenue that properly be- 
longed to them. 


It is obvious that income taxes ought 


to be apportioned as between cities, coun- 
ties and state on a basis approximating 
the relative costs of these several govern- 
ments, which runs about 70. 20 and 10 
per cent respectively. The Elaine tax bill 
increased the state's share from 10 to 40 
per cent, reducing the city apportionment 
from 70 to 50 per cent and the county 
from 20 to 10 per cent. This was a gross 
injustice to the local taxing units as well 
as a violation of sound principles of tax- 
ation. It was done for the deliberate pur- 
pose of increasing the state's participation 
in income taxes to the point where it 
could remit property taxes for state pur- 
poses, a political move, pure and simple. 
In addition, it was a plain violation of the 
constitution, Section 5 Article 8 of which 
requires the legislature to levy a state 
tax to meet the needs of state govern- 
ment. The result of this unwise legisla- 
tion has been to increase local taxes be- 
yond the amount of property taxes re- 
mitted'by the state, which was insignifi- 
cant. 


The redistribution of income taxes pro- 


posed by the Titus bill puts the state back 
at 10 per cent, where it belongs, and gives 
the counties a slightly better division 
increasing1 their portion to 25 per cent, and 
reducing that of the cities from the old 
basis of 70 per cent to 65 per cent. This 
we think is equitable for the reason that 
county taxes constitute a greater relative 
burden than any others. It is a conces- 
sion to the farmer and rural interests that 
ought to be.made. 


Apportionment of the personal proper- 


ty offset has admittedly resulted in set- 
ting up inequalities and in penalizing 
small tradesmen and others the least able 
to pay taxes. It is a direct reversal of the 
principle of placing the heaviest burdens 
of taxation on those most able to pay. 
Furthermore, it brought us back with or.e 
stroke of the pen to the obnoxious person- 
al property tax system, the most unjust, 
unscientific 
and 
unsatisfactory o: ail 


methods for raising public revenue. In 
doing this it transgressed the spirit ar.'l 
pledge oi the state in origina"y ado*-'.:-.;

Lincoln novel, "Forever 
Free," is a 


book of which I wanted to read every 
word. While I do not believe it is a 
great novel and xvhile for me at least 
Abraham Lincoln does not quite come 
to life in it, as the publisher claims 
(who, 
by the way, is the author's hus- 


band), yet it is almost unfailingly in- 
teresting- as a story. 


And Abraham Lincoln almost comes 


to life at times. So much so that it 
often seems a pity that Mr.. Morroxv 
was unable to contribute that "one 
touch more" that is needed to create 
the illusion, of reality. It is claimed by 
the publishers that this is the first 
time Lincoln has been used as the 
hero of a novel. He has often been 
employed as the deus ex machina of 
a story, as in "The Crisis" and in 
innumerable other stories about the 
Civil war. But in "Forever Free" he 
is the book, everything revolves about 
him. 
He is the person caught in the 


web of fate, not some one else who 
is rescued by Lincoln's intervention. 


The story gives plenty of evidence 


that it was written with painstaking 
conscientiousness. It is not a hastily 
contrived thing, with Lincoln dragged 
into catch the attention of the reader 
The author attempts seriously to cre- 
ate an authentic Abraham Lincoln in 
fiction. That is the wholo excuse of 
the book. Failing in that it would be 
completely meaningless. 


It does not fail, even though it 


does not succeed a hundred percent. 
On the side of scholarship it succeeds 
very well. In a note at the end of the 
book Mrs. Morroxv tells us she has 
been, reading up on Lincoln for elcx-en 
years. Finally she narrowed herself 
down to a Lincoln bibliography cov- 
ering txvo full pages 
in 
the 
jook. 


which volumes she had 
constantly 


xvlth her during the three years it 
took her to write "Forever Free." 


At least the attempt was 
honest 


and painstaking. Moreover, the story 
is handled with skill. Xotiiing could 
very well be harder than to make a 
historical character so •well known a: 
Lincoln the center of a swiftly mov- 
ing plot. The trouble is that nearly 
every reader knows instantly when 
the novelist departs from 
historical 


fact These departures arc legitimate 
and necessary because of the vcrj 
fact that it is a novel, not a history. 
Yet it is sure almost unconsciously, 
to irritate the reader familiar with 
hia Lincoln. Mrs. Morroxv 
actually 


succeeds In persuading the reader to 
accept these fictional elements In the 
narrative, which 5s no mean achieve- 
ment.

I have 
read innumerable historical and bio- 
graphical books about Lincoln during 
the past 15 or 20 years and T cannot 
quite convince myself that the char- 
acter in "Forever Free." is the real 
Abraham Lincoln. He corner near to 
it at times, but he never quite allows 
us to forget that he is a character in 
a novel. It seems a pity, because Mrs. 
Morrow comes so near to it, but I be- 
lieve Lincoln as a character in fic- 
tion will have to wait for a greater 
novelist than Mrs. Morrow. 


"Forever Free" deals with only-two 


years in Lincoln's life, from the day 
of his inauguration, to the first day of 
January, 18C-3, when 
he signs 
the 


emancipation proclamation.
